Mine at Serra do Navio 


The manganese mined at Serra 
do Navio, Territory of Amapa, is 
largely exported to the United 
States. United States companic 
take practically all of the Bra 


ilian manganese exported, which 


makes up about 42 per cent of | 
the total United States imports 
of this light metal. 

Exports of manganese in 1959 
totaled 914,220 metric tons. Dur- 
ing the previous year 663,690 
tons were exported. In 1957 and 
1956, respectively, these exports 
amounted to 798,070 tons and 
260,340 tons 

In 1960 manganese was first in 
the percentage rise among Bra- 





zilian exports to the United 
States. Shipments of the metal | 
rose from US$19,855,000 in 1959! 
to US$24,248,000 last year. Ac- 


cording to these figures, made 


public recently by the statistical 
staff of the Brazilian Government 
Trade Bureau in New York, the 
increase in manganese exports 
came to US$4,393,000. 





More Production Data 


Brazilian production of man- 
ganese in 1958 came to &&82,160 
tons, in 1957, it was 918,020; in 
1956, the ore mined amounted to 
310,840 tons, having risen from 
212,510 tons in 1955. When com- 
pared with the, roughly, 120,000- 
ton output in 1951 and the 141,- 
000-ton production of 1948, the 
vigorous development of this min- 
ing activity is readily observed.
